Regarding claims 1, 8, 20, and 26, Gbadegesin teaches a gateway address translator that receives session/connection request from a 
client terminal to a server wherein the request comprising at least a private address portion and request information portion and the 
gateway address translator changes/replaces the private address with a public address (0004 lines 1-7, 0008 lines 10-12, claim 8, and 
0038 lines 1-5). And Schuster discloses a method for distributed network address translation in a network telephone system and/or Voice 
Over IP gateway (col. 5 lines 1 5-54 and fig. 1 ). The gateway address translator translates an internal network address/private address to 
external address/public address (col. 6 lines 18-21, and col. 8 lines 43-67). Therefore claims 1-26 stand rejected. 
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
